Fr JOHNSTONE WALKER To 
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Don’t Puritanize Alberta 


The fuss that is being made in the legis- 
lature about “rumors of gambling” in the 
larger cities of Alberta and ‘about book- 
makers flourishing with impunity could 
very easily degenerate into a Puritan 
witch-hunt in which major and minor in- 
fractions of the law could become hope- 
lessly and unhappily confused. 

Any flagrant violation of the law is a 
bad thing for all law because when one 
regulation is ignored it brings all regula- 
tions into disrepute. 

But in law enforcement, as in anything 
else, first things should come first. And 
any attempt to impose a puritanical way 
of life upon people of Alberta can only re- 
verse that process and result in the neglect 
of serious crime, 

This imbalance of enforcement is fre- 
quently seen when traffic officers chase up 


and down the streets with sticks placing 
chalk marks on parked cars while others 
whizz by them, unchecked, at a dangerous 
rate of speed. 

Serious crime is increasing in Canada. 
“Statistics of Criminal and Other Offenc- 
es,’ published by the federal government, 
shows that indictable offences have jump- 
ed 11.9 percent while non-indictable of- 
fences have gone up by 44 percent. Rob- 
bery has increased by 72 percent. Reckless 
and drunken drivers show an 85.6 increase. 

Whether it is more dangerous to society 
to place a bet with a bookmaker than to 
rob a bank or kill people with an automo- 
bile is something that every citizen must 
decide for himself. 

But it does seem rather hazardous to 
contemplate the inauguration of a great 
police force drive on gamblers until the 
incidence of major crime begins to decline. 


Beyond Soviet Comprehension 


That Soviet lecturer in Moscow who is 
reported as describing Canada as “an 
economic appendage of the United States” 
only demonstrates in a picturesque and 
violent way the utter inability of the Com- 
munist mind to understand such things as 
neighbors and neighborliness. 

This lecturer, Mileikovsky, declares 
that Canada is under the thumb of the 
United States in a military way and is 
forced to permit American forces to use 
Canadian territory as a testing ground for 
new kinds of weapons. 

What irks this propagandist is that 
Canada and the United States stand in- 
separable in the matter of northern de- 
fense and, obviously, it is his hope to taunt 
Canada into making things disagreeable 
for her American ally through a touchy as- 
sertion of her sovereignty. 

It is a typical example of Soviet think- 


ing. More than that, it is a glaring instance 
of the Soviet conception of human relation- 
ships. 

The Communists can understand a na- 
tion having subject and tributary states. 
They can understand a nation having ene- 
mies. But they cannot understand a na- 
tion having friends. 

That is surely a grave weakness in an 
empire that hopes to dominate the world. 

The fact that the United States and 
Canada are friendly neighbors living side 
by side in complete trust and in almost 
complete understanding, with no designs 
on each other’s territory or possessions is 
quite beyond Soviet comprehension. 

Conquerors all down the ages have 
learned that the first essential prelude to 
conquest is to understand the enemy. Sov- 
iet Russia does not seem to be able to 
jump this hurdle. 


Subways a Major Necessity 


The projected railway subways at 95 
street and at 96 street have become an ur- 
gent necessity and no other plans of civic 
construction should take precedence over 
them. 

The 1946 survey of proposed subways 
in Edmonton, made by the city, the Cana- 
dian National Railways and the Board of 
Transport Commissioners, disclosed that 
ten subways were required. 

Earlier, in 1937, an estimate of the cost 
of the subway at 96 street and 105 avenue 
showed the following apportionment of ex- 
pense; the city of Edmonton, $97,250; the 
Board of Transport Commissioners’ level 
crossing fund, $100,000; the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, $161,250. 

Construction costs are materially 
higher now and the total cost of a subway 


at either 96 or 95 street would probably 
run as high as $400,000. But the propor- 
tionate share of each contributing agency 
would be the same as in 1937. 

Whatever the cost or whatever the 
city’s share may be, the fact is that these 
subways are essential to the city’s expan- 
sion and to the free flow of traffic, not 
only on the streets immediately concerned, 
but throughout almost the whole city. For 
a bottleneck anywhere effects the entire 
Stream of traffic and that will become 
more apparent as Edmonton grows. 

Transportation is the life of any large 
city. And the free and uninterrupted use 
of all thoroughfares is a basic need. 

The construction of all ten subways is 
important. The construction of subways 
on 96 and 95 streets are projects that can- 
not be postponed, 


Rental Fees But No Bonuses 


The scale of fees proposed by the Ed- 
monton Real Estate Association to be 
charged tenants for finding them rented 
accommodation is fair and reasonable. But 
if the federal government is going to re- 
establish such rental fees, once forbidden 
by law, it should also take more vigorous 
legislative steps against the practice of 
paying bonuses and other extortionate 
handouts that in many instances prospec- 
tive tenants have had to pay for the priv- 
ilege of renting houses and apartments. 

If a tenant needs accommodation and a 
realtor is able to find it for him, the realtor 
should be paid for his work. For this serv- 
ice, Edmonton realtors propose to charge 
$5 on accommodation which rents for less 
than $50, $10 on housing between $50 and 
$75, and $15 for everything above a $75 
rental. 

There is no quarrel with that. It is

legitimate payment for a legitimate serv- 
ice. But if this fee is to be added to a bonus 
to somebody with influence who swings 
the deal, the imposition on the tenant is 
intolerable. 

The rental bonus system during war 
years and post-war years was not so preva- 
lent in Edmonton as in some other Cana- 
dian cities. For instance, through some 
such legal evasion as “selling the lease,” 
these rental bonuses in Toronto and else- 
where sometimes ran as high as $1500. 

There was nothing quite as flagrant as 
that here. But bonuses were paid in a 
good many cases, perhaps up to $50 and 
$100. 

With rental fees re-established on an 
equitable basis, the bonus system should 
be attacked and ended with all the vigor 
of which Canada’s legal machinery is 
capable,

Josef Stalin didn’t invent the 
iron curtain, 

He stole the idea, along with 
several others, from one of his 
predecessors in the dictator trade. 
The real inventor was another 
strong man, named Iyemitsu, who 
did the same things to Japan 300 
years ago that Stalin is doing to 
Russia today. 

Their methods are so much 
alike that if you transplanted a 
Russian from 1948 Moscow to 
1648 Tokyo he would hardly no- 
tice the change. 

For example, the attitude to- 
ward foreigners. 

Last Dec, 16 the supreme Sov- 
iet issued a decree, the net effect 
of which was to order that all 
communications with foreigners 
should be through the foreign 
ministry, It covered every type 
of conversation or communication. 

The Japanese thought of that 
one a long time ago. 

First, they banned virtually all

foreigners from the country. 
Those remaining were confined 
to a small island off Nagasaki and 
never permitted on the mainland. 

By decree, there was to be no 
conversation between a foreigner 
and a Japanese except through 
the official interpreters. 

It was the same with foreign 
literature. 

No Japanese, in that day, was 
permitted to leave Japan. The 
penalty for attempting it was 
death. The average Russian, in 
theory, can go abroad, But:’in 
practice no Soviet citizen leaves 
except on an official mission. 

The presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet issued a decree last year 
forbidding marriages between 
Russians and foreigners. The 
Japanese counterpart of it, issued 
in 1615, had this to say: “Mar. 
riages are not to be contracted at 
private convenience . . . to form 
cliques by means of matrimonial 
connection is a source of pernicl- 
ous stratagem.”

St. Columba 


St. Patrick, Bishop of Armagh, 
is the patron of Ireland and a 
noble and worthy patron. But I 
feel, with many others, that his 
greatness takes second place to 
that of another saint who, born 
some 102 years later in the year 
597, exemplified the genius of 
Ireland in an even more shining 
way because he was the leader of 
a movement in which Ireland 
saved the world, 

St. Columba, or Columceille, was 
identified with the Christianiza- 
tion of Europe when, after the fall 
of Rome to the barbarians in the 
sixth ceatury, the twin lamps of 


faith and learning winked out, 


one by one, all over that dark- 
ening continent, 

H. V. Morton has given a mag- 
nificent account of Ireland's be- 
havior in that catastrophe and I 
take the liberty of borrowing 
heavily from him here, 

In this time when the barbarian 
armies marehed and counter- 
marched across Europe, gather- 
ing like vultures around the 
corpse of Rome, that little island 
in the Western Sea knew its gold- 
en age 

The weeds pushed apart the 
Roman pavements al] over Eng- 
land, pavements upon which the 
Roman conquerors had strode for 
400 years. The nettles and the 
bramble grew on London Wal! 
The wild Saxon war bands halted 
outside London and blew their 
horns, 

But there was no answer. For 
Roman London was dead, 

In France and Spain and Ger- 
many, the barbaric cavalry of 
Vandal and Hun swept to the 
four corners of the known earth. 
And there was no sound in Eur- 
ope but the whistle of swords 
and the death-cry of civilization 


Clothe the Land 


Then the valiant army of Irish 
saints set out to rekindle the 
faith of the world, Ip the tremen 
dous phrase of H. V. Morton 
“century after century saw these 


children of the Kglitie Church 
sailing off into sunrise or sunset 
to clothe the land with Christ.” 

St. Fridolin, St. Kilian, St, 
Columbanus, St. Fursa, St. Gall 
and many others travelled to 
every corner of Europe and even 
into desolate Rome itself, setting 
up schools and shrines and 
churches and hospitals. 

And on the walls of Derry, Mor- 
ton writes, “a man remembers the 
best-loved and the inspiration of 
them all, Columeille, ‘Dove of the 
Church’.” 

The monasteries and the abbeys 
founded throughout Europe. by 
these Irish saints were the only 
Sanctuaries in the whole world of 
faith and learning and compas- 
sion during the long and dreadful 
Dark Ages. 

And from those devotedly 
cherished seeds of faith and 
learning and compassion, after al! 
the desperate centuries, blossom- 
ed at last the Renaissance. 

It is a lovely history for any 
nation or people to have, It is a 
magnificent thing to be able to 
reflect that it was those of your 
own Keltic blood to whom was 
entrusted the task of preserving 
the little flame of civilization 
through those dolorous ages— 
not for gain, not for glory and not 
for vanity'’s sake, but for the love 
of the Saviour of Men

Treasury Boys Crack 
Down on Tip Receivers

Dominion income tax depart- 
ment figures Edmonton beil hops 
do right well by tips, 

One bell captain in an Edmon- 
ton hote! received a letter from 
income tax officials stating they 
were estimating his income from 
tips for years 1943 and 1945 at 
$1,200 for each of the years. 

The hote] employe in question 
thought income tax boys were 
shooting far too high, He was 
able to convince taxers he hadn't 
done nearly so well in way of 
gratuities and settled for an un- 
disclosed amount considerably 
below original assessment 

Many hotel employes, railway 
dining and sleeping car em- 
ployes, beer room dispensers 
and restaurant waitresses bave 


been notified by letter to list 
tips with income tax returns 

Some city taxicab drivers have 
received similar letters, 

WIDE SCOPE 

It was reported from Winni- 
peg Monday that Charles C, 
Charney, taxi driver, was as- 
sessed 10 per cent of his annual 
Salary, amounting to $142 as 
earnings from tips estimated by 
income tax officials, 

Letters received by bellboys, 
taxi drivers, waiters and the like 
are in line with Dominion-wide 
drive of income tax department 
to have tips made taxable as 
earned income, 

One Edmontonian whose oc- 
cupation is in tipping classifica- 
tion said 

“I never noted tips as income 


because I always understood tips 
were in nature of gratuities and 
not subject to taxation,

“You seldom really earn a tip’ 
so I don't see how they can be 
considered earnings by any 
Stretch of imagination.” 

Some of those assessed sought 
legal advice, Lawyers told them 

“They've’ got you over a barrel
